Michigan? In this article our 
band is being compared with that j 
of a Class “A” school with 5,000 
students in the upper six grades. 
Grayling has about 250 in the 
upper six grades. 

Two years ago this class “A” 
school started on an extensive 
instrumental program to build up 
@ good school band which was 
organized eleven years prior to 
the school year 1936-’37. 

Information on that school’s] 
program shows that in that first 
year, 1936-'37 they had 200 pupils, 
or about four percent of their en- 
rollment taking -part in their 
instrumental program. In that 
year Grayling had no band what- 
soever. in our first year to build 
a band we have sixty-five pupils 
enrolled in our instrumental pro- 
#ram under the supervision of 
Mr. Rowland. 

This Class “A” school today 
thas five hundred students taking | 
part in their instrumental work 

whieh is stiit only-ten of 
their enrollment. Our first year 
with a band shows that we have 
26 percent of our students in the 
upper six grades taking active 
part in this work. 

If Grayling’s band should in- 
crease at the same comparative 
speed, in two years we would 
have 65 percent of our students|

modate this demand. If the class- 
es in instrumental music were in- 
creased by fifteen percent the 
present supply of instruments 
would not be sufficient. At pres- 
ent all the instruments are. being 
used by two, three, and four 
people. Of course they are al- 
ways sterilized whenever used by 
a different pupil. 

In the last two school years 
this class “A” schoo] has spent 
$12,000 on instruments. This is a 
cost of $24 per pupil, taking in 
consideration those who own 
their own horns, With this same 
point in view Grayling has 
spent about four dollars per 
pupil now taking active part in 
band work. 

Furthermore this larger school 
is charging a rental fee for the 
use of horns. Our boys and girls 
are getting the use of these in- 


istruments free of charge except 


for the purchase of reeds for 
clarinets and saxophones. 

Our band can grow rapidly 
with the aid of the public The 
group needs instruments and is 
working to earn money for this 
cause. April 26 the Albion Col- 
lege Band is playing here. The 
profits from this program will be 
used to purchase badly needed 
instruments. 

The people of Grayling can help 
the band by attending this con- 
cert.

Licensing Cooks 

The last minute rush of new 
bills further substantiates our 
carlier observation of a trend 
toward further state centraliza- 
tion, whereby everyone and his 
brother would be regulated in 
some way by Lansing. 

Many of these bills are reasoh- 
able in their objective. 

It is not our intent to belittle 
their motives, but rather to 
‘resent the facts for what they 
are. It should be pointed out 
also that some of these measures 
will probably die in committee, 
having been introduced as a 
legislative courtesy to a constitu-

Since this Lansimg news letter 
appears in newspapers which as 
a rule sell job printing on the 
side, Several readers may wonder 
if anyone in Michigan has pro- 
posed licensing of printers with a 
code of ethics and unfair trade 
practices and al} the rest. 

Since Jan. 1 we have received 
suggestions from two newspaper 


publishers who propose = such 
licensing. 

A weekly publisher in Barry 
county wrote March 31: “Have 


we a fair trade law in Michigan 
that checks these home printers 
from cutting prices below a 
reasonable profit for a regular 
shop? Please advise.” 

If every other business group 
obtains legislative sanction at 
Lansing for state regulation, 
printers may seek the same 
privilege. Newspapers must be 
printed. For the average small 
paper at least, jab printing is an 
integral part of its business. A 
danger to democracy lies in the 
possibility fhat a dictator like the 
Jate Huey Long, might try to cir- 
cumvent constitutional freedom 
of the press and thus to control 
newspapers by using a threat of 
higher taxes or licensing fees as 
a coercive club on editors.

Ten don’ ts “for tho: those who have, 
social security account numbers 
were issued today by Clifton H. 
Little, manager of the Social 
Security Board field office in 
Traverse City. His suggestions 
are: 

1. Don't give any wrong in- 
formation when you get a social: 
security number. Give your full!
